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AN ACT in relation to health.

Be it enacted by the People of the State of Illinois,

represented in the General Assenbly:

Section 5. The Lead Poi soning Prevention Act is anended
by changing Sections 6.2 and 14 and addi ng Section 6.3 as

foll ows:

Sec. 6.2. Physicians to screen children.

(a) Every physician licensed to practice nmedicine in al
its branches or health care provider shall screen children 6
months through 6 vyears of age for |ead poisoning who are
determined to reside in an area defined as high risk by the

Departnent. |In addition, every such physician or health care

provider shall screen gqgirls age 13 or older for |ead

poi soning if they are deternined to reside in an area defined

as high risk by the Departnent. Children residing in areas

defined as lowrisk by the Departnent shall be assessed for
risk by a risk assessnent procedure developed by t he
Depart nent. Children shall be screened, in accordance wth
guidelines and criteria set forth by the American Acadeny of
Pediatrics, at the priority intervals and using the nethods
specified in the guidelines.

(b) Each licensed, registered, or approved health care

facility serving children from6 nonths through 6 years of

age or girls age 13 or older, including but not limted to,
heal t h depart nents, hospi tal s, clinics, and heal t h
mai nt enance organi zati ons approved, registered, or |icensed

by the Departnent, shall take the appropriate steps to ensure
that the patients receive |ead poisoning screening, where
medi cal ly indicated or appropriate.

(c) Children 6 years of age and older not otherw se
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addressed in this Act may al so be screened by physicians or

health care providers, in accordance wth guidelines and
criteria set forth by the Amrerican Acadeny of Pediatrics,
according to the wpriority intervals specified in t he
gui del i nes.

(d) Nothing in this Section shall be construed to
require any child to undergo a | ead bl ood | evel screening or
test whose parent or guardi an objects on the grounds that the
screening or test conflicts with his or her religious
bel i ef s.

Sec. 6.3. Screening of persons other than chil dren.

(a) Every physician licensed to practice nedicine in al

its branches or health care provider shall screen wonmen who

have been nedically di agnosed as pregnant and who are in the

first or third trinmester of pregnancy for lead poisoning if

they are deternmined to reside in an area defined as high risk

by the Departnent. In addition, every such physician or

health care provider shall screen wonen for |ead poisoning

when they apply for recertification under the federal Special

Suppl enent al Food Program for Wnen, Infants and Chil dren

(WCQ if they are determined to reside in an area defined as

high risk by the Departnent. Wnen residing in areas defined

as lowrisk by the Departnent shall be assessed for risk by a

ri sk assessnent procedure devel oped by the Departnent.

(b) Each licensed, reqistered, or approved health care

facility serving wonen who are pregnant or who are nursing an

i nf ant, i ncl udi nq, but not linmted to, health departnments,

hospi tal s, clinics, and health maintenance organizations

approved, registered, or licensed by the Departnment, shal

take the appropriate steps to ensure that the patients

recei ve | ead poi soning screening when nedically indicated or
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appropri ate.

(c) Nothing in this Section shall be construed to

require any wonan to undergo a | ead bl ood | evel screening or

test if the woman objects on the grounds that the screening

or test conflicts with her religious beliefs.

(410 ILCS 45/14) (from Ch. 111 1/2, par. 1314)

Sec. 14. Departnental regulations and activities. The
Department shall establish and publish regulations and
gui delines governing permissible limts of lead in and about
residential buildings and dwellings.

The Departnent shall also initiate activities that:

(a) WII either provide for or support the nonitoring
and validation of all nedical |aboratories and; private and
public hospitals that perform lead determnation tests on
human bl ood or other tissues.:

(b) WIIl, subject to Section 7.2 of this Act, provide
| aboratory testing of blood specinens for l|ead content, to
any physician, hospital, clinic, free clinic, nmunicipality,
or private organizations that cannot secure or provide the
services through other sources. The Departnent shall not
assunme responsibility for blood lead analysis required in
progranms currently in operation.:;:

(c) WII devel op or encourage the developnent of
appropriate prograns and studies to identify sources of |ead
intoxication and assist other entities in the identification
of lead in children's blood and the sources of t hat
i nt oxi cation.:

(c-5) WIIl ensure that the greatest possible nunber of

at-risk children and wonen are identified and screened for

| ead poi soni ng.

(d) My provide technical assistance and consultation to
| ocal, county, or regional governnmental or private agencies

for the pronotion and devel opnent of | ead poi soni ng
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prevention prograns.

(e) WII provide recommendations by the Departnent on
the subject of identification and treatnent for | ead
poi soni ng.

(f) WIIlI mintain a clearinghouse of information and

wi |l devel op additional educational materials on | ead hazards
to children, |lead poisoning prevention, |ead poi soni ng
screening, and lead mtigation, abatenent, and disposal, and

on health hazards during abatenent. The Departnent shal

ensure that these nmterials are capable of being easily

under st ood by wonen who are subject to screening under this

Act and by parents of children who are subject to screening

under this Act. The Departnent shall nmake this information

avai |l abl e to the general public and in particular to

residents of areas defined as high risk by the Departnent.
